ARTICLE* I.—NAME. 


The organization shall be known as 


The Good Government Club, Danville, 
Va. 


ARTICLE tl.—MEMBERSHIP. 
Any qualified white voter of Dan- 


ville who subscribes to the principles 
and endorses the objects of this organ- 
ization as herein set out, is eligible 
for membership. 


ARTICLE -II.—DUES.
